O'Donnell, and school committee 
chairwoman, Suzanne Rooney, to 
reconsider. 

“The class of 1999 understands 
and appreciates the administra- 
tion’s concerns for our safety at 
our graduation on June 6, 1999. 
After speaking with our parents, 
we have come to the conclusion 
that any risks that will be present 
outside will be equally present 
inside,” reads the petition that 
was signed by 142 seniors of a 
class just over 170. “We hope that 
this letter will show how strongly 
we feel about having an outdoor 
graduation.” 

Numerous seniors and parents 
attended the school committee's 
May 12 meeting to express their 
opinions. Speaking on behalf of 
the senior class, senior and presi- 
dent of the National Honor 
Society, Josh Michaud, told board 
members that they were only hop- 
ing for a compromise with Woods 
and not a student take over. 


“We just want some voice in the 
plans for our graduation.” said 
Michaud. “We appreciate Mr. 
Woods concerns and worries. We 
want to incorporate his plans for 
an inside graduation with an out- 
side one. . Everything he is con- 
cerned about we are also worried 
about. We believe we can make it 
work and satisfy both sides.” 

Michaud said he spoke with 
Woods earlier that day and he be- 
lieved the discussion went well. 
“J let him know that this isn’t per- 
sonal,” said Michaud. 

Addressing Michaud, Rooney 
said, “It would be my hope that 
there can be a compromise be- 
tween you, Mr. Woods and Dr. 
O'Donnell.” 

However, board member Bridget 
Zukas noted that the board has no 
authority over where graduation 
is held and that it is the princi- 
pal’s choice. 

Despite this fact, Michaud was 
pleased to have the opportunity to 
publicly convey their message.

“Maybe it isn’t the board’s deci- 
sion where graduation is held. 
But it helps to have the students’ 
voices heard here today,” he said. 
“We'll talk to the local police, if 
necessary, to upgrade the safety.” 

Fellow class mate Mike Carr 
agreed with Michaud. “Coming 
to this meeting was definitely get- 
ting our foot in the door. Dr. 
O'Donnell heard us today and 
what we're asking for,” Carr said 

Marcella Sweet, whose son Dan 
is a member of the senior class, 
briefly spoke after the meeting. 
“| and Mrs. Rooney graduated to- 
gether years ago and the ceremo- 
ny was held outside and it was 
nice,” Sweet said. “It would be 
nice for them to have that same 
experience.”

the town, and anyone interested 
in serving on this committee 
should call Bigwood at 657-7870. 

On the other side of Wilmington 
from the town park, Camp 40 
Acres seeks to extend the esti- 
mated two to three miles of trails 
located on the camp property. 

According to Rick Barry, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Director's for 
Wilmington, Junior Camps, Inc., 
the non-profit group that runs the 
camp, an Eagle Scout is working 
in conjunction with camp officials 
to map out and extend the trails. 

"Last fall we laid out the sec- 
tions of trail we want to con- 
struct, which will probably dou- 
ble our number of trails," Barry 
said. 

The eagle scout will also map 
out the camp's existing trails with 
a Global Positioning System, 
which utilizes satellite photos. 
This will allow the camp to pro- 
vide better maps to it's guests. 

Because the camp abuts the 
‘Town Forest, trail "spurs" will be 
cleared, and if the town com- 
 pletes a trail system in the forest, 
these trails could connect with 
these spurs to form a larger sys- 
tem of trails. 

{= But Camp 40 Acres trails are 


‘now only offered to it's youth 


group guests. However, if a Town 
Forest trail system connects to it 
in the future, then the public may 
be allowed some access to the 
camp's trails, Barry said. 

However, the spurs may be wait- 
ing a long time before the town 
creates connecting trails. 

The town does not have the 
funds to maintain it's existing 
trails or to acquire open space to 
create new trails. However, the 
town will be eligible for funds for 
open space acquisition and trail 
development once the town Open 
Space Committee updates. the 
town Open Space and Recreation 
Plan. 

In the process of creating the 
plan, the committee is reviewing 
the town's open space areas, and 
the uses of these areas. 

Although there are no formal 
plans within the committee to 
create new trail systems, or to re- 
furbish older trails, there are a 
variety of possibilities under dis- 
cussion. Two focal points of dis- 
cussion are Silver Lake and the 
‘Town Forest. 

In both locations, the committee 
has mentioned creating bigger 
and better trail systems. The 
committee has also discussed 
tying into trails systems in other 
towns.

If the town receives grant mon- 
ey through an updated open 
space plan, the town may be able 
to buy areas and create “green- 
ways,” or corridors of open space 
through which trails, paths and 
bike trails could run. 

However, the town faces a tough 
task if it intends to redevelop it's 
trail system. 

Town recreational trails were 
last mapped out over 12 years 
ago, and trails in the town forest, 
Berry Bog off of Glen Road, and 
fisherman's access trails by the 
Shawsheen River are grown over, 
many are inaccessible, and few 
are located in areas- with ade- 
quate parking and signs. 

Other trails in need of repair are 
on Kenwood Avenue and 
Blanchard Road conservation 
areas.

Lilacs aren't GiffiCUllt 1y rien arora 


Long-lived and “tough as nails” 
hardy, lilacs (Syringa) are undeni- 
ably one of our favorite flowering 
shrubs. How many of usremember 
our mothers or grandmothers bring- 
ing huge bouquets of lilacs inside to 
perfume the house? I certainly do, 
and every spring I do the same

The common lilae (Syringa 
vulgaris) is a native of the Balkans. 
The Turks took lilacs to 
Constantinople and from there it 
was introduced to Western Europe- 
ans around the middle of the 16th 
century. It thrived and by the late 
1700's had become very common. 
No one is exactly sure when the 
lilac came to America but it is 
possible the Colonists brought it 
with them because of its beauty and 


hardiness. 

Hybridizers have worked dili- 
gently to improve the lilac. Many 
hybrids were developed in France 
by the Lemoines, hence the term 
“French Lilac”. Thesedays “French 
Lilac” is often misapplied because 
hybridizers from Canada, Russia, 
and America in particular have 
contributed greatly to the growing 
number of beautiful varieties avail- 
able to modern gardeners. 

The early settlers, who had only 
the common purple or white lilacs 
would be amazed to see some of the 
varieties that are available in gar- 
den centers today.’ Besides the old 
stand-by we can grow pink lilacs, 
magenta, many shades of blues, 


purples and lavender, whites that 
are pearly looking, bi-colors, and 
even a pale, creamy yellow variety 
called “Pri ”. There are also 
many lilacs that have doubled flo- 
rets; there is beautiful “Ami Schott”, 
an older variety with medium to 
dark blue double flowers; 
“Krasavitsa Moskvy”, also called 
“Beauty of Moscow” or “Pride of 
Moscow”, which has lavender-pink 
buds which open to beautiful, very 
fragrant, white double flowers. 
Another gorgeous lilacis “Oliver de 
Serres”, bearing huge clusters of 
lavender-blue florets from 
purpley-blue buds. “Yankee 
Doodle” has very large dark, dark 
purplesingle florets. Alovely single 
is “Angel White” which is as pretty 
as its name; a nice single flowered 
deep blue is “President Lincoln” 
whichis also exceptionally fragrant; 
and there is also “Sensation” which 
has clearly marked white edges on 
purple florets. 

There are hundreds of exquisite 
cultivars derived from the common 
lilacs and anyone who is a lilac 
enthusiast could spend a life-time 
collecting and growing them. For 
those of us who don't have room for 
a large number of lilacs there is 
Lilac Sunday at Harvard 
University's Arnold Arboretum in 
Jamaica Plain. This year Lilac 
Sunday will be on May 16th from 
10AM to 4PM withself-guided tours, 
entertainment, and refreshments. 
There will be lilacs for sale too. 


Jack Alexander, Curator of the 
Arboretum's lilac collection will be 
available in the information booth 
to answer gardeners questions 
about caring for their lilacs. For 
more information or for directions 
to Arnold Arboretum call (617) 
524-1717. 

Lilacs are not difficult to grow, 
but they do like lime in the soil so 
before planting a new bush have a 
pH test performed, you will know 
then if additional lime needs to be 
added for optimal growth. 

One of the most frequently asked 
questions is “Why aren't my lilacs 
blooming well?” Failure to bloom, 
or bloom, is usually caused 
by toomuch shade, they really need 
at least 6 hours of full sun per day, 
more would be better. Another 
reason lilacs will slow down their 
blooming is that they need rejuve- 
nation pruning, lilacs bloom best 
on young, fresh growth. The best 
time to prune is in the late winter 
while they are still dormant, but if 
youdon't want to give up the spring 
flowers which were formed during 
the previous year, you can wait 
until right after they finish bloom- 
ing. First, prune out any dead or 
broken branches, next remove 
about one-third of the oldest growth 
downto ground level. Do this each 
spring for three years, by the end of ~ 
that time your lilac will be com- 
pletely renewed and you will again 
have masses of lovely flowers to 
enjoy.

The HRVs themselves are 

highly energy efficient and can 
operate all day long for the cost 
of tighting-two lightbulbs. For 
that reason, and because they con- 
serve most of the energy used by 
a home’s heating and cooling sys- 
tem, they are ideal in meeting the 


homeowners need for a quiet, ef- 
ficient air-cleansing system. The 
HRVs are equipped with a vari- 
able speed control switch which 
makes it possible to provide the 
varying degrees of ventilation 
necessary in all conditions. 

The heat recovery ventilators are 
available in a wide range of capaci- 
ties suited to any house size.

The HRVs are equipped with air 
filters which remove dust, pollen 
and other matter from the air be- 
fore they-can-enter the home.

In addition, options such as 
dehumidistat controls and air 
flow monitors are available.

During this decade, women’s 
sports has really taken to anew 
level, from high school all the 
way to the professional level. 
Tewksbury native Jerry Dawson 
hasnowmadesurethat women’s 
sports continues to grow in this 
state, in New England and in 
this country. 

In January he started to get 
into serious discussions with a 
friend of his of where she could 
play female baseball, since af- 
ter all the Independent Silver 
Bullets team folded. One thing 
lead to another on this past Sun- 
day, Dawson unveiled a new 
four team “Women’s New En-

“Next year we plan on 
having six teams and thenin the 
year 2001 we plan on having a 
Boston franchise, to be a minor 
league system to develop tal- 
ent.” 

Although no females on any 
of the four teams come from 
Wilmington or Tewksbury, they 
do come from all over the state. 
In April a tryout was held and 
following that a draft was held. 
Dawson owns every team;as he 
says it’s minor lea: 
with one owner. Managers are 
more like game managers, while 
the girls don’t get paid, but hope- 
fully someday that will change. 
They play twogamesevery Sun- 
day until late July, mostly at the 
Breed Jr. High, although some 
games will be played at Alumni 
Stadium in Lowell.

But the 
discussion here is about radon, 
a gas that emanates from the 
soil into our homes~some homes 
more than othe: 

When my husband and I were 
having our future home in North 
Reading inspected, we made a 
“what the heck" type of decision 
to order a radon test. The radon 
results-from the-finished base- 
ment/family room came back at 
14 picocuries of radon per liter 
of air (pCi/L), more than 3 
times the "action level" of 4 
pCi/L set by the U. S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

"That's like smoking a pack- 
a-day," our inspector told me.

tleman named Stanley Watres 
set off the radiation alarm sys- 
tem at the nuclear power plant 
where he worked in Reading, 
Pennsylvania. The radiation 
source was traced to his home, 
which was tested and found to 
have sky-high radon levels. 

From this incident, aware- 
ness grew of the Reading Prong 
and residential radon. 

HEALTH RISK 

The link between radon and 
lung cancer has been well estab- 
lished. Radon is the second lead- 
ing cause of lung cancer after 
cigarette-smoking, possibly 
causing up to 30,000 deaths a 
year. These estimates are from 
studies on miners, which showed 
that these men contracted lung 
cancer at a higher rate than 
normal, even the non-smokers. 

The reason was their expo- 
sure to radon gas, which breaks 
down into a radioactive sub- 
stance that attaches to air parti- 
cles that, when inhaled, cause 
lung damage.. Experiments 
show, even at lower levels of 
radon, the cancer risk increases

MIDDLESEX 
RADON LEVELS 

In this state, Middlesex, 
Essex, and Worcester counties 
are all designated "High Risk" 
for radon by the EPA. According 
to Sean Chapel, Radiation 
Control Officer at the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health (DPH), more 
than-one out of four homes in 
Middlesex County are estimated 
to have indoor radon levels 
greater than 4 pCi/L (see map). 

In Essex County, more than 
one-third of the homes could be 
high in radon. 

Air Chek, Inc., a highly rated 
radon testing laboratory in 
Fletcher, North Carolina, has 
collected the results of more 
than 2 million radon tests kits 
since 1986. The data are from 
mitigators and home-dwellers.

124 pCi/L in Lynnfield. 

“Most houses are low," said 
Price, "but there are some very 
high maximum levels. That is 
pretty much the moral of the 
story with radon.” 

Price said the communities of 
Woburn and North Reading 
show some very high radon lev- 
els, and, along with Lynnfield, 
have the most tests over the 
EPA action level. He said 8.7 
percent of tests from Woburn 
and 7.8 percent of tests from 
North Reading show levels 
between 20 and 50 pCi/L, five to 
ten times the EPA action level 

Wilmington's high is 53 
pCi/L; Reading and Wakefield 
show highs of over 40 pCi/L; 
Winchester, Burlington, and 
Tewksbury have highs of 24 
pCi/L; and for Stoneham, the

MITIGATION 

The standard radon mitiga- 
tion procedure, called "sub-slab

side. This simple method uses a 
4-inch PVC pipe inserted 
through the basement floor and 
a 75-watt fan, and costs about 
$1,100 to $1,500 to install. 

EPA certifies radon mitiga- 
tors, and a list of these profes- 
sionals can be obtained from 
Mass. Department of Public 
Health and from EPA. 

When choosing a mitigator, it 
is wise to call their references 
and ask these people if they are 
satisfied with the mitigator's 
service and results. 

Joe Camillo, owner of Radon 
Mitigation Specialists (RMS) in 
Andover, has been mitigating 
radon since 1986 in homes 
throughout Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, and Maine. Out of 
the 10 Middlesex East communi- 
ties, Camillo said he does the 
most work in North Reading. 

"I have had levels up in the 
hundreds there," he said. "All 
the levels have been 10 pCi/L or 
higher." 

Camillo said Stoneham, 
Lynnfield, and Winchester are 
“very active", and that Woburn 
has “hot spots" of radon at 
about 60 pCi/L, particularly on 
Salem Street

"I put a system in Reading 
(recently)," Camillo said, "in-a 
home with levels of 35 to 40 
pCi/L." 

Last summer he worked on a 
basement condominium in 
Reading whose owner had tested 
for radon. 

"The condo association was- 
n't happy about it," he said. 
"They wanted to keep it nice and 
quiet. 

“I see that all the time, espe- 
cially in condos. They don't even 
want to talk about the problem, 
when they should be taking it 
head-on." 

In fact, said Camillo, home 
buyers are not deterred by 
radon systems. 

"People feel comfortable as 
long as the system is aestheti- 
cally appealing," he said. 

FEARS AND FALLACIES 

Many people have not tested 
their homes for radon. Besides 
the fact that radon is still a 
comparatively new issue, having 
surfaced in the mid-1980's, the 
main reason for people not test- 
ing is fear-of the unknown, of 
more expenses, Of the subject of 
cancer, of finding out they may 
have been living with high 
radon levels. 

People therefore avoid testing 
for radon and invent reasons for 
not testing. Here are examples 
of these common fallacies: 

“T have a leaky house.” 

Ventilation does not guaran- 
tee that a home's radon levels 
are low. Camillo said he worked 
on a Newburyport home that 
was more than a century old 
and "so leaky you could see the 
outside." 

This house had radon levels 
of over 150 pCi/L in the base- 
ment. 

"We hardly use our base- 


ment." 


If your basement is high in 
radon, then the upstairs living 
area will likely be above the 
EPA action level of 4 pCi/L. 

"None of my neighbors have 
radon." 

The important lesson to learn 
about radon is that it can be 
quite random. Even in a low- 
risk area, "spikes" of radon can 


be found. 

Camillo spoke of a yt 
ple:in Westford who. de dod to ’ 
finish their basement, and wise- 
ly took a radon test. The results 
showed "very dangerous levels," 
said Camillo, "about 680 pCi/L. 
We mitigated the next day." 

He also worked on a home in 
Saugus with a level of 72 pCi/L, 
although he usually sees levels 
of about 10 pCi/L in that town. 

"I am a smoker anyway." 

Studies have shown that a 
smoker's radon exposure risk is 
10 times that of the nonsmok- 
er's. EPA estimates that if all 
homes were brought down to the 
action level of 4 pCi/L, most of 
the lung cancer deaths prevent- 
ed would be smokers.

However, at a predetermined 
time, the balance on the remain- 
der of the loan may be eligible 
to convert to another fixed-rate 
loan for the remaining term. 
These loans are typically paid 
off within the first three to 10 
years. Balloon loans generally 
have lower interest rates than 
fixed rate loans. 

Credit Score - a number used 
by lenders to determine an 
applicant's likelihood of repay- 
ing a loan. Credit scores are a 
reflection of a borrower’s recent 
payment history, amount of cur- 
ry length. Not considered are 
the potential borrower’s age, 
race, gender, religion, national 
origin, marital status, and 
whether or not they receive pub- 
lic assistance. 

Discount Points - a dollar 
amount, expressed as a percent- 
age of the loan amount, which is 
paid to a lender to reduce the 
interest rate on a loan. 

Fixed-Rate-Mortgage - the 
most common type of mortgage 
loan in which the buyer con- 
tracts for a specified interest 
rate over a specified period of 
time (such as 15 or 30 years).

FHA Mortgage - often called 
the “first-time buyer's mort- 
gage,” these loans are govern- 
ment-backed by the Federal 
Housing Administration.
